MOBBEiyGAIN. 


The Ruffianly Orangremen of Kingston 
Make a Murderous Assault 
on Editor O'Brien. 


KINGSTON, Ont., May 21.—William 
O'Brien and Dennis Kilbride spoke to a 
very respectable audience at the rink 
here last night. 
As the meeting closed 
a large crowd of rowdy Orangemen as- 
sembled outside the hall. Mr. O'Brien 
stepped on the sidewalk wearing the 
ueual tall hat. The moment the Orange- 
men on the opposite side of the street 
saw him they raised savage yelis, and 
amid cries of ''There he is," rushed 
across the street. 
Broken stones and 
cobble stones began flying like hail. 
Women screamed and general confusion 
reigned. 


"Ah, they're at it again,"said O'Brien 
in a tone of mournfal regret more 
than 
anger. 


"Yes, yes," roared the mob; "There 
he is," "Drag him out here on the 
street!" 
'Kill him!" "Choke him!" 
"Tear him assunder!" 
They almost 
burst through O'Brien's body guard, 
which consisted of the National league. 
One man changed hats with O'Brien, as 
that worn by the latter furnished a 
target for the mob, and as the party 
doubled into Wellington street another 
shower of bricks and broken stones came 
crashing through the crowd. 


O'Briens friends 1bent their heads but 
received the missiles on their bodies. 
D. F. Kellogg, the New York Sun cor- 
respondent and J. M. Wall, of the As- 
sociated Press caught up with O'Brien 
j ust on the stepp leading to house of 
Jno. Newman, protestant, on Midway 
streets, between William and Johnston 
streets. 
The doors were opened when a 
shower of missils again came across the 
street. 
Tlie crowd surged forward and 
Wall and Kellogg were flung to the 
ground and O'Brien disappeared, evi- 
dently into Newman's nouse, but up to 
the present time nobody is certain of 
this, for no one really knows where he 
is. The door was barred tightly. 


Wall and Kellog, with J, J. Behan, 
Thos. Sullivan and J. J. Conwell, of 
the Chicago 
News, 
rushed 
around 
through the vinegar works on Omarce 
street, for the purpose of getting into 
the house by the back door. The mob, 
however, intercepted them and they had 
to fly for their lives. 


The mob next rushed 'to the Burnett 
house, thinking O'Brien* was there, and 
shouting, ''To hell with home rule." 
Finding O'Brien not there tbey fired a 
volley of stones at the windows and 
yelled and groaned to their hearts' con- 
tent. 


J. M. Wall, the wounded correspon- 
dent, attempted to pass the front of the 
hotel on his way to the telegraph office, 
but his bandaged head attracted the at- 
tention of the mob. who went for him 
with a rush. 
He escaped down a side 
street and took off the bandages.

Two hours had now elapsed since the 
first attack was made and nobody 
knew 
where O'Brien was», but he was so far 
undiscovered. 
Peter Devlin, who lives 
at the corner of Wellington and Williams 
streets, stole down to Chief of Police 
Hoxie and said, O'Brien is safe 
with 
me." 
"Thank God," exclaimed 
those 
present. 
Chief Hoxie, with Mayor Oar- 
son and six policemen, then went to 
Devlin's house to bring back O'Brien to 
the Burnet horse. 
They later reached 
Devlin's house by an alley. 
This was 
the alley-way near Newman's that af- 
forded shelter just as Maurice Hogan 
changed hats with O'Brien, just as a 
stone struck O'Brien in the back of the 
neck, and just as a big, powerful Orange- 
man with a club was going to cleave 
open his skulL 
The house of an Orange- 
man named Donnelly adjoins this alley 
on the other side and O'Brien got 
in there and was finally smuggled back- 
wards to Devlin's house 
while the 
Orange mob outside were yelling for his 
blood. 


" I will protect you now to the hotel," 
said Mayor Carson; " I will call out the 
artillery." 


"You will," exclaimed O'Brien, sar- 
castically. 
" I don't want your protec- 
tion now, sir. You saw t h e m o b of de- 
mons, 500 strong, outside the hall,

Marion has been blowing about is very 
uncertain. 


A special from Fort Scott, Kas., says- 
*'Natural gas has been stmck here, at a 
depth of 280 feet. 
The flow is simply 
fabulous. 
It is the strongest well yet 
obtained, by more than double. 


At Anderson the McCuUough well is 
flowing 
9,000,000 feet a day. The 
Doxey well on further probing by the 
drill has doubled its flow. 


A very fair flow of gas was obtained 
Thursday by shooting the well at Board 
Bipple, eight miles from Indianapolis, 
and other wells will be drilled. 


It is said that the Standard Oil Co. 
are buying up the wells at Anderson. 


New gas wells are being sunk every 
day all over the state. Since March last 
120 natural gas companies have been 
incorporated under state laws with a 
capital stcok of $5,000,000 in agaregate. 


At a depth of 800 feet black shale 
was reached at Valparaiso and the 
drillers of our gas well were glad the 
610 feet of limestone had been passed. 
About ten feet of the black shale was 
bored through, when a hard rock was 
struck. 
Two drills were soon broken. 
Some think that Trenton rook has been 
reached. 
State Geologist Thompson 
was consulted yesterday about the rock 
found. 


At Bookville, after the drill had gone 
through a coal bed, and then a vein of 
lead, when at a depth of 990 feet, and 
all were expecting to strike gas, there 
was a sudden gush of something that 
at first was supposed to be oil, but an 
examination proved it to be a fine 
quality of strained honey; and now the 
Bockvillitee are almost 
swamped in 
sweetness. Let everybody pass up their 
plates. 


The Maumee rolling mill, of Toledo, 
which has an output of fifty tons of fifty 
tons of iron per day, gives the following 
comparative estimates of the cost of coal 
and gas for fuel: The cost of coal was 
$200 a day, to which had to be added 
the wages of men who handled the coal, 
hauled away the cinders, etc., and the 
cost of grate bars and fire bricks. 
The 
total co3t of coal fuel was figured up at 
$5.25 per ton of iron produced, while the 
cost with gas is but $1.90, a saving of 
$3.35 per ton, or $167.50 a day. The 
difference in favor of natural gas is $50,- 
000 a year, or 10 per cent, of the amount 
of the capital invested.

BBOOKI/TN, M a y 1 5 . — A t 
t h e t a b e r n a c l e 
this morning there were the same great 
throngs of people as nsnal, overflowing tlie 
main audience room into the corridors, and 
from the corridors into the street. 
This, 
the largest church in America, is more and 
more inadequate to hold the people, as the 
years go bv. 
The pastor, the Bev. T. De 
Witt Talmage, D. D., took for his text this 
morning: 
"Watchman, what of the night?" 
Isaiah xxi. 2. 
He said: 


When night came down on Bablyon, 
Nineveh, and Jerusalem, they needed care- 
ful watching, 
otherwise the incendiary's 
torch might have b«en thrust into the very 
heart of the metropolitan splendor, or 
enemies, marching from the hills, might 
have forced the gates. 
All night long, on 
top of the wall and in front of the 
gates, 
might be heard the measured step of 
the 
watchman on his solitary beat; Bilence hung 
in air, save as some passer by raised 
the 
question: 
"Watchman, 
what 
of 
the 
night?" 
; 
^ 
, 


It is to me a deeply suggestive and solemn 
thing to see a man standing guard by night. 
It thrilled through me, as at the gate of an 
arsenal in Charleston, the question once 
smote me: 
"Who comes there?" followed 
by the sharp command: 
"Advance and give 
the countersign." 
Every moral 
teacher 
stands on picket, or patrols the wall as 
watchman. 
His work is to sound 
the 
alarm; and whether itt>e in the first watch, 
in the second watch, in the third watch, or 
in the fourth watch, to be vigilant until the 
davbreak flings its "morning glories" of 
blooming cloud across the arching trellis of 
the sky. 
, 
. ^ 


The ancients divided their night 
into 
four parts—the first watch, from 6 to 9; the 
second, from 9 to 12; the third, from 12 to 
3; the fourth, from 3 to 6, 


I speak now of the city in the third 
watch, or from 12 to 3 o'clock. 


I never weary of looking upon the life 
and brilliancy of the city in the first watch. 
That is the hour when the stores are clos- 
ing. 
The laboring men, having quitted the 
scaffolding and the shops, are on their way 
home. 
It rejoices me to give them my 
seat in the city car. 
They have stood and 
hammered ftway all day. 
Their feet are 
wearv. 
They are exhausted with the tug 
of work. 
They are mostly cheerful. 
With 
appetites sharpened on the swift turner's 
wheel and the carpenter's whetstone, 
they 
'seek the evening meal. 
The clerks, 
too, 
have broken away from the counter, 
and 
with brain weary of the long line of figures, 
and the whims of those who go a shopping, 
seek the face of mother, or wife and child. 
The merchants 
are unharnessing them- 
selves from their anxieties on their way up 
the street. 
The boys that lock up 
are 
heaving away at the 'shutters, shoving the 
heavy bolts and taking a last look at the 
fire to see that all is safe. 
The streets are 
thronged with young men setting out from 
the great centers of bargain making. 


Let idlers clear the street, and give right 
of way to the besweated artisans and mer- 
chants. 
They have earned their bread, 
and are now on their way home to get it. 


The lights in full jet hang over 
10,000 
evening repasts—the parents at either end 
of the table, the children between. 
Thank 
God, "who setteth the solitary in families." 


A few hours later and all the places of 
amusement, good and bad, are in full tide. 
Lovers of art, catalogue in hand, stroll 
through the galleries and discuss the pic- 
tures. The ballroom is replendent with the 
ricli apparel of those who, on either side of 
the white, glistening boards, await 
the 
signal from the orchestra. 
The footlights 
of the theater flash up, the bell rings, and 
the curtain risesj and out from the gorge- 
ous scenery glide the actors, greeted with 
the vociferation of the expectant multi- 
tudes. 
Concert halls are lifted into en- 
chantment with the warble of one 
song- 
stress, or swept out on a sea of tumultuous 
feeling by the blast of brazen instruments. 
Drawing rooms are filled with all graceful- 
ness of apparel, with all sweetness 
of 
sound, 
with 
all 
splendor 
of 
manner; 
mirrors are catching up and multiplying 
the scene until it seems as if in infinite cor- 
ridors there were garlanded groups 
ad- 
vancing and retreating. 


The outdoor air rings with laughter and 
with the moving to of thousands of the 
great 
promenades. 
The 
dashing 
span, 
adrip with the foam of the long country 
ride, rushes past as you halt at the 
curb- 
stone. 


Mirth, revelry, beauty, 
fashion, mag- 
nificence mingle in the great metropolitan 
picture, until the thinking man goes home 
to think more seriously and the praying 
man to pray more earnestly. 


A beautiful and overwhelming thing is 
tbe city in the AFEC and second watches oi 
the night. 


But the clock strikes 12, and the 
third 
watch has begun. 


The thunder of the city has rolled out of 
the air. 
The slightest sounds cut the night 
with such distinctness as to attract 
your 
attention. 
The tinkling of the bell of the 
street-car in the distance and the baying of 
the dog; the stamp of the horse in the next 
street. 
The slamming of a saloon door; 
the hiccough of the drunkard; the shrieks 
of the steam whistle, five miles away—Oh, 
how suggestive, 
my friends, the 
third 
watch of the night! 


There are honest men passing up and 
down the stree t. 
Here is a city missionary 
who has been carrying a scuttle of coal to 
that poor family in that dark place. 
Here 
is an undertaker going u p the steps of a 
building from which there comes a bitter 
cry, which indicates that the 
destroying 
angel has smitten the first bom. 
Here is 
a minister of religion who has been giving 
the sacrament to a dying Christian. 
Here 
is a physician passing along in great haste, 
the messenp:er a few steps ahead hurrying 
on to the household. 


Nearly all the lights have gone out in 
the dwellings, for it is the third watch of 
the night. 
The light in the window is the 
light of the watcher, for the 
medicines 
must be administered, and the fever must 
be watched, and the restless tossing off of 
the coverlid must be resisted, and the ice 
must be kept on the hot temples, and the 
perpetual prayer must go up from hearts 
soon to be broken. 


Oh, the third watch of the night! 
What 
a stupendous thought—a whole city at 
rest! 


Weary arm preparing for 
to-morrow'B 
toil; liot brain being cooled off; rigid mus- 
cles relaxed; excited nerves soothed; 
the 
white hair of the octogenarian in thin 
drifts across 
the pillow; fresh fall of 
flakes 
on snow already fallen; childhood 
with its dimpled hands thrown out on the 
pillow, and with every breath taking in a 
new store of f u n and frolic. 
Third watch 
of the night! 
God's slumberless eye will 
look. 
Let one great wave of 
refreshing 
slumber roll over the heart of the great 
town, submerging care, and anxiety, and 
worriment, and pain. 


Let the city sleep. 
But, my friends, be 
not deceived. 
There will be thousands to- 
night who will not sleep at all. 
Go up that 
dark alley and be cautious where yon tread 
lest you fall over the prostrate form of a 
drankard lying on his own doorstep. 
Liook 
about you, lest you feel the garroter's hug. 
L<ook through the broken window-pane and 
Bee wbat yon can see. 
You say "Nothing." 
Then listen. 
What is it? 
"Qod help usl" 
No footHghts, bnt tragedy ghastlier and 
mightier than Bistori or Edwin Booth ever 
enacted. 
No light, no fire, no bread, no 
hope. 
Shivering in the cold, they have 
had no food for twenty-four hours. 
You 
say "Why don't they beg?" 
They do, but 
they get nothing. 
You say: "Why don't 
they deliver themselves over to the alms- 
house?" 
Ah, yon would not Bsk that if 
you overheard the bitter cry of a man or • 
child when told that he moat go to the 
almshouse«

are vidons poor, 


«gatfia, melrlaffTIIghrhaa gone out. Xou 
excuse youzself from helping them by say- 
ing they are so bad, they brought this 
trouble on themselves. 
I reply, where I

tighter, for the cold wind sweeps through. 


Strike another match. 
Ahl is it possible 
that that j'oung woman's 
scarred 
and 
bruised face was ever looked into by mater- 
nal tenderness? 
Utler no scorn. 
Utter no 
harsh word. 
No ray of hope ever will 
dawn on that brow. 
But the light has gone 
out. 
Do not strike another light. 
It 
would be a mockery to kindle another light 
in such a place as that. 
Pass out and pass 
down the street. 
Our cities of Brooklyn 
and New York and all our great cities are 
full of such homes, and the worst time the 
third watch of the night. 


Do vou know it is in this third watch of 
the night that criminals do tbeir~ worst 
work? 
It is the criminal's watch. 


At 8:30 o'clock you will find them in the 
drinking saloon, but toward 12 they go to 
their garrets, they get out their tools, then 
they 
start on the street. 
Watching on 
either side for the police, they go to their 
work of darkness. 
This is a burglar, and 
the false key will soon touch the store lock. 
This is an incendiary, and before morning 
there will be a light on the sky and a cry 
of "Fire! 
fire!" 
This is am assassin, and 
to-moiTOw morning there will be a dead 
body in one of the vacant lots. 
During the 
daytime these villains in our cities lounge 
about, some asleep and some awake, but 
when the third watch of the night arrives, 
their eye keen, their brain cool, their arm 
strong, their foot fleet to fly or pursue, they 
are ready. 


Many of 
these poor 
creatures 
were 
brought up in that way. 
They were born 
in a thieves' garret. Their childish toy was 
a burglar's dark lantern. 
The first thing 
they remember was their mother bandaging 
the brow of their father, struck by the 
police club. 
They began by robbing boys' 
pockets, and now they have come to dig the 
underground passage to the cellar of the 
bank and are preparing to blast the gold 
vault. 


Just so long as there are neglected chil- 
dren on the street just so long we will have 
these desperadoes. 
Some one, wishing to 
make a good Christian point and to quote 
a passage of Scripture, expecting to get a 
Scriptural passage in answer, said to one 
of these poor lads, cast out and wretched: 
"When your father and your mother for- 
sake you, who then will take you up?" And 
the boy said: 
"The perlice! the perlice!" 


In the third watch of the night gambling 
does its worst work. 
What though the 
hours be slipping away, and though the 
wife be waiting in the cheerless home? 
Stir up the 
fire. 
Bring on more drinks. 
Put up more 
stakes. 
That 
commercial 
house that only a little while ago put out a 
sign of copartnership will this 
winter be 
wrecked on a gambler's table. 
There will 
be manj' a money till that will spring a 
leak. A member of Congress gambled with 
a member-elect and won !?120,000. 
The 
old way of getting a living is so slow. 
The 
old way of getting a fortune is so stupid. 
Come, let us toss up and see who shall 
have it. 
And so the work goes cn, from 
the wheezing wretches pitching pennies in 
a rum grocery up to the millionaire gam- 
bler in the stock m a r k e t 


In the third watch of the night pass down 
the streets of these cities, and you hear the 
click of the dice and the sharp, keen stroke 
of the ball on the billiard table. 
At these 
place« merchant princes dismount, and 
legislators, tired of making laws, take a 
respite in breaking them. 
All classes of 
people are robbed by this crime—the im- 
porter of foreign silks and the dealer in 
Chatham street pocket handkerchiefs. The 
clerks of the store take a hand after the 
shutters are put up, and the officers of the 
court while away their time while the j u r j 
is out. 


In Baden-Baden, when that city was the 
greatest of all gambling places on earth, it 
was no unusual thing the next morning, in 
the woods around about tbe city, to find the 
suspended bodies of suicides. 
Whatevei 
be the splendor of surroundings, there is 
no excuse for this crime. 
The thunders of 
eternal destruction roll in the deep rumble 
of that gambling tenpin alley, and as men 
come out to join the long procession of 
sin, all the drums of death beat the dead 
march of a thousand souls. 


In one year, in the city of New York, 
there were $7,0(;{),000 sacrificed at the 
gaming table. 
Perhaps some of 
youi 
friends have • been smitten of this 
sin. 
Perhaps some of you have been smitten by 
it. 


Perhaps there may be a stranger in the 
house this morning come from some of 
the hotels. 
Look out for those agents of 
iniquity who tarry around about the hotels 
and ask you: 
"Would you like to see the 
city?" 
"Yes." 
"Have you ever been in 
that splendid building up town?" 
"No." 
Then the villain will undertake to show 
you what he calls the "lions" and the "ele- 
phants," and after a young man, through 
morbid curiosity or through badness of 
soul, has seen the "lions" and the "ele- 
phants," he will be on enchanted ground. 
Look out for these men who move around 
the hotels with sleek hats—always sleek 
hats—and patronizing air, and unaccount- 
able interest about your welfare and en- 
tertainment. 
You are a fool if you can- 
not see through 
it. 
They want 
your 
money. 


In Chestnut street, Philadelphia, while I 
was living in that city, an incident occurred 
which was familiar to us there. 
In Chest- 
nut street a young man went into a gam- 
bling saloon, lost all his property, then 
blew his brains out, and before the blood 
was washed from the floor by the maids 
tbe comrades were shuflling cards again. 
You see there is more mercy in the high- 
wayman for the belated traveler on whose 
body he heaps the stones; there is more 
mercy in the frost for the flower that it 
kills,' there is more mercy in the hurricane 
that shivers the steamer on the 
Long 
Island coast, than there is mercy in the 
heart of a gambler for his victim. 


In the third watch of the night, also, 
drunkenness does its worst. 
The drinking 
will be respectable at 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing, a little flushed at 9, talkative and gar- 
rulous at 10, at 11 blasphemous, at 12 the 
hat falls off, at 1 the man falls to the floor 
asking for more dnnk. 
Strewn through 
the drinking saloons of tbe city, brothers, 
husbands, sons, as good as you are by 
nature, perhaps, better. 


In (he high circles of society it is hushed 
up. 
A merchant prince, if he gett noisy 
and uhcoatirollable, is taken by Ids fellow 
revelers, who try to get him to bed, or 
take him hoM, where J^. falls flat in the 
»iktiy. Do not wtiM mp the ctiUdven. 
~ 
not 


£e(\, ana sne lay in tne next room pre- 
pared for the obsequies, and he went in 
and dragged her by the locks, and shook 
her out of her shroud, and pitched her out 
of the window. 


Oh. when rum touches the brain yon 
cannot hush it up. 
My friends, yon see 
all around about yon the need that some« 
thing radical be done. 
Yon do not see i h e 
worst. 
In 
the 
m i d n i ^ t 
meetings at 
London a great multitude has been saved. 
We want a few hundred Christian men and 
women to come down from the highest 
circles of society to toil amid these wan- 
dering and destitute ones and kindle np a 
light in the dark alley, even the gladness 
of heaven. 


Do not go wrapped in your fine furs and 
from your well-filled tables with the idea 
that pious talk is going to stop the gnaw- 
ing of an empty stomach or to warm stock- 
inslesB feet. 
Take bread, take raiment, 
take medicine as well as take prayer. There 
is a gre^t deal of common sense in what 
the poor woman sud to the city xtdssienary 
when he was telling her how she ought to 
love God and serve Him. 
"Oh," she said, 
"if you were as poor and cold as I am, jand 
as hungry, you could think of nothing 
else." 


A great deal of what is called Christian 
work goes for nothing, for the simple rea- 
son it is not practical; as after the battle 
of Antietam a man got out of an ambu- 
lance with a bag of tracts, and ho went 
distributing the tracts, and George Stuart, 
« l e of the b«8t Christian men In 
a m 
country, said to Jiim: 
"What are you dis- 
tributing tracts for now? 
There are 3,000 
men bleeding to death. 
Bind np their 
wounds and then distribute the tracts." 


We want more common sense in Chris- 
tian work, taking the bread of this life in 
one hand and the bread of the next life in 
the other hand. 
No snch inapt work as 
that done by the Christian man who, dur- 
ing the last war, went into a hospital with 
tracts, and, coming to the bed of a man 
whose legs had been amputated, gave him 
a tract on the sin of dancing. I rejoice be- 
fore God that never are sympathetic words 
uttered, never a prayer offered, never« 
Christian almsgiving indulged in but it it 
blessed. 


There is a place in Switzerland» I h a ^ 
been told, where the utterance of one word 
will bring back a score of echoes; and I 
have to tell you this morning that a sym- 
pathetic word, a kind word, a generona 
word, a helpful word uttered in the dark 
places of the town will bring back 10,000 
echoes from all the thrones of heaven. 


Are there in this assemblage this morn- 
ing those who know by experience the 
tragedies in the third watch of the night? 
I am not here to thrust you back with one 
hard word. 
Take the bandage from your 
bruised soul and put on it the soothing 
salve ot Christ's gospel and of God's com- 
passion. 
Many have come. 
I see others 
coming to God this morning, tired of the 
sinful life. 
Cry up the news to heaven. 
Set all the bells ringing. 
Spread the 
banquet under the arches. Let the crowned 
heads come down and sit at the jubilee. 
1 tell you there is more delight in heaven 
over one man that gets reformed by the 
grace of 
God than over ninety and nine 
that never got off the track. 


I could give you the history, in a minute, 
of one of the best friends I ever had. Out- 
side of my own family, I never had a better 
friend. 
He welcomed me to my home at 
the West. 
He was of splendid personal 
appearance, but he had an ardor of soul 
and a warmth of affection that made me 
love him like a brother. 
I saw men com- 
ing out of the saloons and gambling hells, 
and they surrounded my friend, and they 
took him at the weak point, his 
social 
nature; and I saw him going down, and I 
had a fair talk with him—for J never yet 
saw a man yon could not talk with on the 
subject of his habits, if you talked with 
him in the right way. 
I said to him: "Why 
don't you give up your bad habits and be- 
come a Christian?" I remember now just 
how he looked, leaning over the counter, as 
he replied: "I wish I could. 
Oh, sir, 
I should like to be a Christian, but I have 
gone so far astray I can't get back." 


So the time went on. 
After awhile the 
day of sickness came. 
I was summoned to 
his sick bed. 
I hastened. 
It took me but 
a very few moments to get there. 
I was 
surprised as I went in. 
I saw him in his 
ordinary dress, fully dressed, lying on top 
of the bed. 
I gave him my hand, and he 
seized it convulsively, and said: "Oh, how 
glad I am to see you! Sit down there." 
I 
sat down and he said: "Mr. Talmage, just 
where you sit now my mother sat last night. 
She has been dead twenty years. 
Now I 
don't want you to think I am out ef my 
mind, or that I am superstitious; but, sir, 
she sat the^ last night ju^t as certainly as 
Vou sit fEere now—the same capHndlpron 
and spectacles. 
It was my old mother— 
she sat there." 
Then he turned to his 
wife, and said: "I wish you would take 
these strings off the bed; somebody is 
wrapping strings around me all the time; I 
wish you would stop that annoyance." She 
said: 
"There is nothing here." 
Then I 
saw it was delirium. 


He said: 
"Just where you sit now my 
mother sat, and she said: *Roswell. I wish 
you would do better—I wish you would do 
better.' 
I said: 
'Mother, I wish I eould 
do better; I try to do better, but I can't. 
Mother, you used to help me; why can't 
you help me now?' 
And, sir, I got out of 
bed, for it was a reality, and I went to her, 
and threw my arms around her neck, and I 
said: 
'Mother, I will do better, but you 
help; I can't do this alone.'" 
I knelt down 
and prayed. 
That night his soul went to 
the Lord that made it. 


Arrangements were made for the obse- 
qaies. 
The question was raised whether 
they should bring him to the church. 
Somebody said: 
"You cannot bring such a 
dissolute man as that into the church." 
I 
said: 
"You will bring him in church; he 
stood by me when he was alive, and I will 
stand by him when he is dead. Bring him." 
As I stood in the pulpit and saw 
them 
carrsring the body up the aisle, I felt as if I 
could weep tears of blood. 


On one side the pulpit sat his little child 
of 8 years, a sweet, beautiful little girl, that 
I had seen him huK convulsively in his 
better moments. 
He put on her all jewels, 
all diamonds, and give her all pictures and 
toys, and then he would go away, as if 
hounded by an evil spirit, to his cups and 
the house of shame—a fool to the correc- 
tion of the stocks. 
She looked up wonder- 
ingly. She knew not what it all meant. She 
was not old enough to understand the sor- 
row of an orphan child. 


On the other side the pulpit sat the men 
who had ruined him; they were the men 
who had poured the wormwood into the 
orphan's cup; they were the men who had 
bound him hand and foot, 
I knew them. 
How did they seem to feel? 
Did 
they 
weep? No. 
Did they say: 
"What a pity 
that so generous a man should be de- 
stroyed." No. 
Did they'sigh repentingly 
over what they had done? 
No; they sat 
there, looking as vultures look at the car- 
cass of a lamb whose heart they have 
ripped out 
So they sat and looked at the 
coffin lid, and I told them the judgment of 
God upon those who had destroyed their 
fellows. Did they reform? I was told they 
were in the places of iniquity that night 
after my friend was laid in OalEWOod ceme- 
tery, and they blasphemed and they drank. 
Oh! how merciless men are, especially 
after they have destroyed you. 
Do not 
look to men for comfort or help. 
Look to 
God. 


Bnt there is a man who will not reform. 
He Bays: " I won't reform.". Well, then, 
how many acts are there in a tragedy? 
I 
believe 
five.

Act the first of ihe tragedy: 
A yonng 
man starting off from home; parents and 
sisters weeping to have him go. 
Wagon 
rising over the hill. 
Farewell kiss flung 
back. 
Bing the bell and let the curtain 
fall. 


Act the Moond: The marriage altar. 
Full organ. Bright lights. Long white 
•ell trailing through the aisle. Praver and 
cdngrsRilauon, and exdamalloB of "Bow 
well she loohal** 
Act the third: 


01 medl&ffie^, grave orthe 
tiOK ccfea of 
a broken heart, grave of tbe man that died 
of dissipation. -Oh! what a blasted heath 
with three gravesl Plenty of weeds, but 
no flowers. Bing the bell and let the cur- 
tain drop. 


Act the fifth: A destroyed soul's eternity. 
No light. No masic. No hope. Anguish 
coiling the serpents around the heart. 
Blackness of darkness forever. But I can- 
not look any longer. Woe I woe! I close 
my eyes to this last act of the tragedy. 
Qui<^! quick! Bing the bell and let the 
curtain drop. *'Bejoice, O, young man, in 
thy youth, and let thy heart rejoice in the 
days of thy youth; but know thou that for 
all these things God will bring you into 
judgment."

Stanton and the President. 
We qnote the following anecdote 
from "Recollections of Secretary Stan- 
ton," by a clerk of the War Depart- 
ment, in the Century: 
"WTien Mr. 
Stanley, of North Carolina, was ap- 
pointed Military Governor of his State, 
the Secretary of War caused to be filled 
out one of the blank forms used for 
notifying military nominees of their 
appointment to office by the President, 
and when he had signed it and caused 
the seal of the Department of War to 
be attached to it, he concluded that it 
would be well to have the sign-manual 
of the President af&xed to the instru- 
ment. He sent the commission to the 
White House, with the re:jnest that the 
President would sign and return it im- 
mediately. 
Mr. Lincoln took the doc- 
ument and read it over carefully, and 
then began turning and twisting it 
about, as though in search of some- 
thing. At last he handed it to the 
bearer and said, ironically; 


" 'Did Mr. Stanton say where I was 
to put my signature ?' 


" 'No, sir;' replied the astonished 
clerk. 


" 'Can you tell me,' asked the Presi- 
dent, 'whereabouts on this paper I am 
to put my signature 


The clerk looked at the commission 
and saw the ample signature of Mr. 
Stanton immediately at the foot of the 
body of the instrument, with the coun- 
ter-signature of the Adjutant General 
to the left. He saw also a neat, snug- 
looking white space beneath the sign- 
manual of the Secretary of War which 
Mr. Lincoln might have occupied to 
advantage had he seen fit, but the clerk 
was politic, and replied: 


" 'I don't see any place provided for 
your signature, Mr. President,* and wa« 
proceeding to explain how the omission 
obviously came about when the Presi- 
dent interrupted him and said, in a dig- 
nified tone: 


" 'Take the paper back to the Secre- 
tary of War, with my compliments, and 
say that the President will promptly 
sign any proper commission that may 
be sent to him for Governor Stanley or 
anybody else.'"
